Mayor’s Inaugural Address 


Gentlemen of the City Council of the City of Lowell: 

At the beginning of the Municipal year of 1928, entering 
upon the second year of my term as Mayor, it seems sensible and 
fitting that I should address briefly the City Council. At the out- 
set I wish to say a word of congratulation and appreciation to 
the members who have already served in this body and to extend 
a word of welcome to the incoming members, with the hope that 
they may be able to serve the City with profit to the citizens and 
satisfaction to themselves. 

I am not unmindful of the many difficulties that confront 
the members of the council at any time, and therefore I am 
very much aware of the difficulties that present themselves in 
these days when there is more or less industrial depression. 

I think that we should have at the beginning of the year cer- 
tain definite and well defined policies which we intend to follow, 
but I know and you know that very often on account of circum- 
stances which may arise it may be necessary to alter, amend or 
curtail them. 

The people of our city are as they have ever been thrifty, 
industrious, law-abiding and intelligent, in fact they have had in 
times of war and peace a most honorable record ; the merchants 
and manufacturers of Lowell stand out as men of the highest in- 
tegrity; our city has many great natural advantages, more val- 
uable even today than they were when the city was first found- 
ed, and therefore there is not simply hope, there is absolute cer- 
tainty, that this city must thrive and advance if all who serve it 
make even reasonable efforts. 


We have then an honorable duty and a great privilege in 
having been called to manage the affairs of such a community. 

I know the extent of the power, authority and duty of the 
Mayor. I am aware of the rights, privileges, and duty of the 
City Council, and I understand the functions and duties of the 
administrative officers of the city; these are all clearly defined 
and distinct but, at the same time, we must know that it is only 
by the harmonious, intelligent, and sincere co-operation of all 
these angencies that the results for which we all should hope 
can be secured. 

In the performance of our duties, where we are trying to 
serve so many, we must expect and do expect criticism; and 
when criticism is well founded and is made with a sincere pur- 
pose to improve and help we should not only expect it but 
welcome it. 

Accomplishments 

A year ago, when I addressed this body, I dealt with a num- 
ber of things which seemed to me at that time to be of great con- 
cern and interest to the people. At that time I mentioned cer- 
tain policies which I considered very important and which I 
wished to make effective; I still believe in and adhere to those 
policies and urge that they be given continued attention. Along 
the line of certain suggestions made at that time much has been 
accomplished and in the doing of these things I have had the 
co-operation of this body for which I thank you and express my 
appreciation. 

I expressed the hope that we might have reduced expendi- 
tures and a lower tax rate we have reduced expenditures 
and we have had a lower tax rate. I recommended a less ex- 
pensive and more extensive street building program; I think I 
may safely say that we have shown improvement along this 
line. I demanded a reform in the needless and expensive use 
of city-owned automobiles; no one can question that there has 
been a sweeping reform. I asked for a closer and more busi- 
ness-like checking in the purchase of materials and supplies; a 
marked improvement can already be found in this matter. I 
mentioned expensive and more or less needless junkets at public 
expense; I am sure that that matter has been attended to prop- 
erly. I referred to the need of method and care in the adminis- 
tration of the Water Department, I believe that we have made 
some noticeable improvement. I recommended that a compe- 
tent commission be arranged for to make a close and intimate 
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study of the health activities of the city, very wide-spread activi- 
ties as they are ; whatever may be accomplished in the future 
along this line, we have before us now very definite conclusions 
arrived at by interested and competent men. 

Let me say, then, at this point, so far, so good; a con- 
tinuance of the course followed during the year just passed, 
since it will be admitted on all sides that an advance has been 
made, must bring us a greatly improved condition in municipal 
affairs; the tendency and direction are correct, we have only 
to follow them. 

In a word, then, we who make up the government of the 
city must do a very large part of the work for the common wel- 
fare of the city, but we must also have assurance, expressed or 
implied, from the citizens that they are anxious to assist us in 
our efforts, giving commendation where it is deserved and can 
be given and refraining reasonably from a kind of complaining 
which suggests no remedy. We have many important civic 
groups in this city, whose aim is the general improvement of the 
community and we invite their co-operation and believe that 
they can be very helpful. 

Government costs can be high or low as the public desire. 
Today, though, even when economy is stressed, demands are 
made on every hand for things which we did not have at all only 
a few years ago, and which are' regarded today as necessary. 
We cannot go back, even if we would, to the general conditions 
of an earlier day. At the same time, while I say that we should 
have all reasonable improvements and advantages which aver- 
age, self-respecting communities have, we should have them at 
most reasonable cost and by methods which are free from waste 
and needless expense. 

Tax Reduction 

It can be said with truth that our treasury is in sound and 
stable condition, that our municipal financial credit and stand- 
ing are excellent; at the same time I would remind you that 
large payments on debt and interest continue, and are to continue 
for many years to come, for such improvements and betterments 
as more modern schools, the Memorial Auditorium, the Isolation 
Hospital, streets and sewers and other minor improvements 
which the people demanded, which they are now enjoying, and 
which are, without question, creditable burdens; indebtedness for 
things worth while is not to the discredit either of individuals or 
of communities.

We are then in good shape as to our credit and finances 
and we have but to continue as we are now going to make our 
financial condition even better; I believe this so thoroughly that 
I am certain that a continuance of our present course will lead 
duirng the coming year to a still further reduction in the tax 
rate. 

We should have in store a reasonably large surplus unap- 
propriated cash reserve, but only a reasonable one, such a one 
as will insure us against ordinary emergencies, for, under our 
municipal finance law, a city can never be left without the nec- 
essary funds to take care of any extreme emergencies. There- 
fore, whenever it appears that the cash surplus is such that it 
will permit us to lessen the burden of direct taxation, it seems 
to me that it will be sound municipal policy as well as good 
financing, to find to some extent in the cash reserve relief from 
direct taxation. 

Finances and General Debt 

The general debt has been decreased approximately $200,- 
000.00 during the year 1927 ; the temporary revenue loans 
which were frequently carried over in December to the extent of 
$1,800,000.00 will be carried over by the city treasurer into 
this current year 1928 to the extent of $1,400,000.00, a signifi- 
cant fact which indicates a healthy, sound and satisfactory 
condition of the city's finances. 

Furthermore, the revenues of the city can be increased and 
should be increased by the collection of various sums due the 
city and carried upon the books of the City Auditor to the 
amount of $20,000.00. 

Police and Fire 

Police and Fire Protection are without question matters 
of the greatest importance in city administration; no effort 
should be spared to make protection of life and property effi- 
cient to the highest degree. In these important departments, 
training and discipline are essential above all other things. Out- 
side interference in these departments has been lessened to some 
degree, but it should disappear altogether. 

Assessors 

In the orderly conduct of public business, we must have a 
competent, capable, and conscientious board of assessors, men 
who are devoted to the duty of raising the city's revenues by a 
just and equitable method. In connection with this topic I would 
merely refer to the thought expressed by State Tax Commis- 
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sioner Long recently in this very Council Chamber when he de- 
clared that, if you expect to obtain the service to which you are 
entitled, you must provide the assessors with the necessary tools. 

Poor 

It seems advisable in dealing with this important topic to 
suggest that you consider carefully the wisdom of buying under 
contract the food and supplies for the poor and needy; these 
supplies are furnished at present under a contract arrangement, 
but there is in many minds honest doubt that this method is the 
fairest method either for the city or for those who seek help 
from the city. I am not ready with any hard and fast answer 
to the question at the present time, but I am very positive that 
the question should receive at an early date your most careful 
attention. 

Chelmsford Street Hospital 

The wise and kindly management of this necessary institu- 
tion should always be a matter of deep concern to the City 
Government; its work should appeal to us and our sole purpose 
in dealing with it should be to see that our dependents who are 
cared for there receive every reasonable consideration. 

Health 

During the year 1927 an ordinance was passed for the cre- 
ation of a commission to study the numerous activities and the 
problems which have to do with the health of the city; this 
commission was made up of competent physicians and laymen 
and a very comprehensive report was submitted by them. The 
making of such a survey as this commission has given us is an 
important step in the right direction and I can only express the 
hope that we may be able in the near future to make use of 
what they have done so thoroughly. 

Department of Soldiers’ Benefit 

The expenditure necessary to support and maintain this de- 
partment is bound to be considerable and must depend more or 
less upon industrial conditions; at the same time, however, it is 
a plain provision of the law that those who come to this depart- 
ment for aid must receive every necessary assistance and rea- 
sonable consideration. 

Parks and Playgrounds 

In Modern America the establishment of parks and public 
playgrounds has grown to a remarkable degree. No one can 
question the advantages and benefits to be derived from these 
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by old and young alike. While we must not neglect them, we 
can not forget that the maintenance of them is expensive. 

Sewers 

We are very fortunate in Lowell in having a gravity system 
of sewerage, operated and maintained consequently at a rea- 
sonable cost. It seems to me to be wise policy to provide at all 
times sewers wherever they are shown beyond question to be 
necessary; ordinary regard for the health of the people demands 
this. 

Streets 

During the past twenty-five years, many of the most im- 
portant thoroughfares of the city have been laid in granite block 
paving and with respect to such streets we will compare favor- 
ably with any city in the state ; it is not necessary, nor advisable, 
however, that much more paving of this character should be laid 
in city streets for some time to come. 

I still recommend to you, as I did one year ago, that we 
adhere to the policy of building asphalt streets in residential 
districts. From investigations made during the past year I have 
learned that progressive cities are adopting this style of paving. 
It is sanitary, durable, and inexpensive in comparison with block 
paving. During the past year the Department of Streets made 
a banner record in the matter of paving. From the report of 
the department I have obtained the following data: 

Nineteen streets of asphaltic concrete with an area of 
86,088 square yards were laid; 23 streets of penetration 
asphaltic macadam with an area of 17,661 square yards; 13 
streets of bituminous macadam with an area of 21,250 square 
yards; 10 streets of granite block paving with an area of 
11,658 square yards; Bridge and Stevens Streets were laid with 
with an area of 5,174 square yards of reinforced concrete. All 
these items give us a total for the year 1927 of 141,832 square 
yards, an increase of nearly 50,000 square yards over the area 
laid in 1926. 

Public Education 

Just at present there is much discussion of the cost of public 
education and the discussion is by no means confined to Lowell. 
I believe that intelligent discussion and criticism which aims to 
be constructive will be of benefit to the schools. 
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One year ago I stated that about one-fourth of all the 
money raised by local taxation is expended on the schools, but 
I have found that it is equally true that in practically all pro- 
gressive cities the rate of expenditure is at least as high as in 
Lowell. 

Ranked according to the expenditures for school support 
from local taxation for the fiscal year 1926. Lowell stands 
twenty-fourth among the thirty-nine cities of the Common- 
wealth. 

In dealing with so vital a matter as the support of schools, 
we should be neither extravagant nor over-economical ; we need 
not be the highest, but we should be by no means the lowest. 

There are certain standards which have come to exist in 
cities of average wealth and progressiveness which I think Low- 
ell citizens have a right to expect in this community; in fact, 
I am quite certain that when we come to set forth the merits 
of our city as an attractive place in which to live, we must be 
able to say that in educational activities we are maintaining an 
entirely respectable place. 

If our schools compare favorably with those of a large 
number of representative cities of the state in opportunities of- 
fered, in cost of support, in the character and training of the 
teaching force, and in the showing made by our pupils in com- 
parison with those of other school systems, then I think that we 
are on reasonably sure ground. 

During the year just past, we have endeavored to conduct 
the schools with economy — perhaps with too close economy in 
certain respects ; during the coming year I shall do all in my 
power as a member of the School Committee to keep down the 
school costs and, as one step to that end, I shall not favor any 
additions or replacements in the department until I shall have 
been convinced that they are necessary for the efficient man- 
agement of the schools. 

Pawtucket Boulevard 

It seems to me that measures should be taken by us to per- 
suade the State authorities to take over the care and control of 
the Pawtucket Boulevard, and I feel that if all who should be 
interested in this important matter make a sincere effort, we 
can secure the legislation necessary to bring about this end. It 
would seem that little argument is necessary to convince any 
fair-minded man that this highway should be supported and 
maintained by the state or county rather than by the city ; it is 
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to all intents and purposes a continuation of the Daniel Webster 
highway and is used very largely for inter-state or through-city 
travel; besides, throughout practically its entire extent, it has 
but a very few pieces of taxable property from which the city 
of Lowell derives any revenue. Here is a project that deserves 
intimate study and urgent agitation and should be presented as 
strongly as possible to our legislative representatives. 

Isolation Hospital 

To a very great extent, what I have just said concerning 
the Pawtucket Boulevard applies to the Isolation Hospital. The 
city built and is now maintaining this hospital by direct order 
of the State, and when we consider that Lowell and Cambridge 
are perhaps the only municipalities which maintain such hos- 
pitals, it would seem to be only fair and reasonable that we 
should leave no stone unturned to have the state or county re- 
lieve the city of this most unusual burden. I suggest that if all 
the municipal representatives, without exception, and all our 
state and county representatives, make a real and whole-hearted 
effort to bring about a change in the control and support of this 
hospital, the city will obtain the relief which it needs and should 
have. 

Lighting 

Persistent agitation of the question of municipal and do- 
mestic lighting costs during the past year has brought about 
results of a most substantial character. As a result of our ap- 
peal to the Department of Public Utilities, rates for municipal 
lighting have already been set and a contract to cover a period 
of six years is to be presented and adopted. Growing out of 
these efforts will come a saving of $17,000.00 per year and a 
total saving for the term of six years of at least $100,000.00; 
with certain changes which will come year by year, this total is 
certain to exceed $100,000.00 Further, as what we might call 
a by-product of this agitation, the city will profit through in- 
creased valuation of the lighting plants, it having been develop- 
ed in the course of the investigation that the lighting properties 
were not assessed for the values presented to the commission; 
this one consideration alone means $30,000.00 additional yearly 
revenue to the city. 

And following this, it is more than probable that there will 
be similar gains, whether large or small, to the people of the city 
when conclusions shall have been reached with respect to do- 
mestic rates. 
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Conclusion 

In conclusion, I think you will find, upon intimate and hon- 
est examination, that in all departments there has been a reason- 
able adherence to the plan laid down at the beginning of the 
year 1927, a plan of co-ordinate and co-operative management 
in municipal affairs; it is only by following that plan that we 
can hope to do the things necessary for the proper management 
of our public affairs, a management which will satisfy not only 
the public but the whole force of administrators who are car- 
rying on the public business. 

As Mayor, I am determined to bring about all possible im- 
provement in the management of the affairs of this city. Let us 
profit as we may by past experiences, experience is a good 
teacher, but let us at the same time have our faces turned toward 
the problems of the present and what awaits us for the coming 
year.

Certain passages from the statutes which apply to school 
attendance are here quoted for the information of the general 
public : 

CHAPTER 76. 

“SECTION 1. (As amended by chapter 463, Acts of 1921.) Every 
child between seven and fourteen, every child under sixteen who does 
not meet the requirements for the completion of the sixth grade of the 
public schools of the town where he resides, and every child under 
sixteen except a child holding an employment certificate as provided 
in chapter one hundred and forty-nine and employed in some regular 
employment or business for at least six hours per day, and except a 
child having the written permission of the superintendent of schools 
of the town where he resides to engage in profitable employment at 
home, shall, subject to section fifteen, attend a public day school in 
said town or some other day school approved by the school committee, 
during* the entire time the public schools are in session, unless the 
child attends school in another town, during the entire time f he same 
is in session, under sections six to twelve, inclusive, or under chapter 
seventy-one ; but such attendance shall not be required of a child 
whose physical or mental, condition is such as to render attendance 
inexpedient or impracticable, or who is being otherwise instructed in 
a manner approved in advance by the superintendent or the school 
committee. The superintendent, or teachers in so far as authorized 
by him or by the school committee, may excuse cases of necessary 
absence for other causes not exceeding seven day sessions or four- 
teen half day sessions in any period of six months. For the purposes 
of this section, school committees shall approve a private school only 
when the instruction in all the studies required by law is in English, 
and when satisfied that such instruction equals in thoroughness and 
efficiency, and in the progress 4 made therein, that in the public schools 
in the same town ; but they shall not withhold such approval on 
account of religious teaching. 
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The school committee of each town shall provide for ami enforce 
the school attendance of all children actually residing therein in 
accordance herewith. 

SECTION 2. Every person in control of a child described in the 
preceding section shall cause him to attend school as therein required, 
and, if he fails so to do for seven day sessions or fourteen half 
day sessions within any period of six months, he shall, on complaint 
by an attendance officer, be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars. No physical or mental condition capable of correction, 
or rendering the child a fit subject for special instruction at public 
charge in institutions other than public day schools, shall avail as a 
defence unless it appears that the defendant has employed all 
reasonable measures for correction of the condition and the suitable 
instruction of the child. 

SECTION 3. Ever}' illiterate minor between sixteen and twenty- 
one except a married woman, shall attend some public evening school, 
if any, in the town of his residence, # for the whole time during which 
the public evening schools are in session, unless he attends a public 
day school, or a private school approved as provided in section one 
by the school committee, or unless his physical or mental condition 
is such as to render his attendance harmful or impracticable. Wilful 
violation of this section by such a minor shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than five dollars ; failure for six sessions within a period 
of one month by any person in control of such a minor to cause his 
attendance, shall, on complaint by an attendance officer, be punished 
by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. 

SECTION 4. Whoever induces or attempts to induce a minor to 
absent himself unlawfully from school, or unlawfully employs him or 
harbors a minor who, while school is in session, is absent unlawfully 
therefrom, shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars.” 

Although the age limits for compulsory school attendance in 
Massachusetts are 7 and 14 years most towns and cities admit c hildren 
to kindergarten and primary schools at lesser ages than the one 
specified in the statutes. In Lowell a child may enter the kindergarten 
school at the age of 4 years and 3 months ; a child may enter the first 
primary grade at 5 years and 6 months, with this exception, however, 
that a child who has attended kindergarten school for one year may be 
accepted in the first primary grade at 5 years and 3 months. 

These ages are certainly low enough and reasonable enough and 
parents should not persistently strive to have exceptions to the rules 
made for their children. 
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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS 

The Junior High organization began with the Bartlett 
school in 1920 and now embraces practically all of the pupils 
of the seventh, eighth and ninth grades, the ninth grade being 
now for most of the pupils the freshman year of high school 
work. Rather complete discussions of this organization have 
been presented in earlier reports and need not be repeated 
here. 

At the present time most of the pupils who pass satis- 
factorily the requirements of the ninth grade in the junior 
high schools enter the sophomore class of the high school. 
These ninth grade pupils are regarded virtually as high school 
freshman and the State Department of Education, in comput- 
ing High School costs, adds the number in the junior high 
ninth grade to the number in the regular high school and adds 
the cost of the ninth grades in the junior high schools to the 
regular high school costs. 


VACATION CLASSES 

Vacation or review classes for children in the elementary 
schools have been maintained since the summer of 1922 and 
corresponding classes for high school pupils have been 
maintained since the summer of 1923. The department 
also conducts classes in sewing and cooking for girls and in 
shop work for boys in connection with the summer play- 
ground activities of the Park Department. 


SCHOOL HOUSES 

During the school year the survey of school housing 
conditions which was begun in 1925 was completed ; difficul- 
ties which presented themselves in connection with paying 
for this survey made it impossible* to take any steps to use it 
and profit by its findings. We have every confidence that the 
survey will be found to be very helpful and serviceable and 
that from it will come much that will be constructive in the 
development of a constructive plan for school buildings.

HIGH SCHOOL 

The High School graduated a class of 743 pupils in June 
and there was an entering class cf 837 in the September 
previous. Of this class 470 were from the public schools, 253 
from private schools, 96 from towns which have certificate 
privileges, none entered by examination and 18 came from 
out-of-town schools. Of the class of 837, 426 entered with 
advanced standing. 

Eighty-two percent of those certified by the grammar 
and junior high school actually entered the High School; 
the average age of the entering class was 15 years.

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

The seventeenth year of the school opened with an enroll- 
ment of two hundred and fifty- four boys and one hundred 
girls. The only requirement for admission to the day Voca- 
tional School is that a pupil must be not less than fourteen* 
years of age and not over twenty-five years of age. 


All pupils must be residents of the state ; for pupils who 
do not reside in Lowell there is a tuition charge of $225. for 
boys and $195. for girls, payable by the city or town of the 
non-resident pupil, regardless of his place of residence. 

The work is so arranged that a boy may enter at any 
time and advance as rapidly as his industry and ability will 
allow. 

The school offers preliminary training for boys as car- 
penters, electricians, cabinet-makers, machinists, and auto- 
mobile repairmen. 

The boys are trained mostly on productive work in all 
departments and the work is of such a practical nature that 
they fit naturally into the industry in advanced apprentice- 
ship standing. 
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All the courses are planned for three years, seven hours 
a day, five days a week. 

The courses are divided into three phases consisting of 
about one year's work in each. Upon the satisfactory com- 
pletion of any phase a certificate is given. 

If a boy gets three certificates and works at the trade 
for which the school trained him, he is entitled to a diploma. 
A satisfactory fourth year in school also entitles him to a 
diploma. 

The courses have been run on a week about plan. By 
this arrangement the boys spend one week in shop and the 
next in related and non-related subjects. The related sub- 
jects are drawing, shop science, shop mathematics and the 
non-related subjects are English, Arithmetic, Civics and Hy- 
giene. 

Fourteen boys received diplomas for successfully com- 
pleting the three year course at the school. 
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GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT 

Hijgh School Annex, Paige and John Streets 
(Free to all girls living in Massachusetts) 

The school aims to prepare the girls of Lowell and sur- 
rounding towns for life’s activities and duties: to give them 
a training in the branches of knowledge and the trades that 
are most useful in the home and gaining a livelihood. 

It is recognized that every girl preparing through any 
kind of an education for life will have more or less to do wilh 
a home, with the chances largely in favor of her having at 
some time the entire care of a home; and upon the proper 
management of the home depends much of the happiness 
and success of our community. Hence a training in home 
economy should be part of every girl’s education. 

To meet these requirements the Vocational School offers 
two-year courses in housekeeping, dressmaking and power 
machine work. In addition the school teaches academic 
subjects which are related to the practical work in a way that 
makes their value fully appreciated. Millinery is taken up in 
season during the second year. 

Physical exercises, under direction, is an attraction of 
the junior and senior years. 

Dressmaking — This course is planned to fit a girl for the 
dressmaking trade. It includes plain sewing, dressmaking, 
power machine work and mending.

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GIRLS’ LUNCH DEPARTMENT 

In February, 1916, the girls’ school opened the dining 
room at the State Normal School and since then has served 
dinners and luncheons to the faculty and students of the 
school. This gives a valuable training in preparing food in 
large quantities and also in serving; the practice proved 
to be so valuable it seemed wise to make it a permanent part 
of the curriculum. 

The school sent out a class of 22 graduates on June 23, 
1927. 

Home project work is a feature of the Vocational School 
programme. By assignment the girls carry out at home 
many projects as a result of the instruction received in school. 
Much of the home project work is supervised. In this way 
the school assures itself that its instruction is functioning. 
Both the school and home have found the teachers’ visits 
helpful. 

The State Board of Education exercises a considerable 
control over the school, as the state agreed to pay one-half 
of the maintenance expense of the school. In order to secure 
reimbursement from the state, the course of study, equipment, 
building and the work of the teachers must be approved by 
the agents of the State Board of Education. 


EVENING VOCATIONAL SCHOOL FOR MEN 

These courses are trade extension and are open only to 
men employed in that line of work during the day and who 
are sixteen years of age or over. 

The school opens early in October and each class meets 
two evenings a week, two hours an evening, for twenty weeks.

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Definite courses have been laid out and a system of 
records devised so that each man’s progress and accomplish- 
ment can be kept. 

Certificates are given to those whose attendance and 
ranks are satisfactory. On the certificates are the number 
of evenings attended and the kind of instruction completed. 


EVENING PRACTICAL ARTS CLASSES FOR WOMEN 

The occupations of the household in which evening in- 
struction has been offered are foods, dressmaking, millinery, 
decoration, home nursing, first aid, and child welfare. 

All types of women have taken advantage of these classes. 
The enrollment includes the busy housewife and mother, the 
young married woman lacking practical home experience, the 
engaged girl, the business woman and the non-Englsh speak- 
ing woman. 


The work is conducted on the plan of the short unit 
course. A short unit course is a series of lessons on one 
phase of a particular subject — quick breads in cooking; velvet 
hats in millinery; sport skirts in dressmaking, etc. In general 
the succession of units follows the progressive plan. Class 
members pass from unit to unit in a continuous series or 
drop out at the end of a unit, their places being taken by 
other pupils. This is possible because each unit course is an 
entity — each process step is covered by itself without regard 
to what comes before or after as in a consecutive course of 
study. 

The true aim of practical arts classes for women should be 
realized perhaps more fully in teaching cooking. The subject 
is taught in such a way as to give actual ability to cook under 
home conditions.

The Red Cross Standard Course (16 two hour sessions) is given 
and the Red Cross certificate is awarded at the completion of the course. 
This is followed by a second unit. First Aid — 16, (two hour sessions,) 
and the Red Cross Certificate is granted to those who successfully pass 
the doctor’s examination. 

The woman who has completed the work of a practical 
art class should be able to continue her work independently. 
The purpose of the work is defeated if the aim is merely 
production. 

A record of the accomplishment of each pupil is kept on 
unit history cards. 
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For the year 1926-27 the number of women enrolled in 
the Evening Practical Arts Classes was distributed as follows: 
Cooking, 652, Dressmaking, 763, Millinery, 181, Decoration, 
284, Home Nursing, 158, making a total of 2038 women. 

Seventy-five non-residents attended these classes and 
Lowell received tuition from the surrounding towns for their 
attendance. 

Classes were in session 24 weeks and the percent of 
attendance was 91. 

Sixty teachers were engaged in conducting these classes. 

The main centre was the High School Annex, but classes 
were also carried on at the Butler, Colburn, Edson, Franklin, 
Green, Greehalge, Lincoln, Moody, Morey, Pawtucket, River- 
side, Varnum, and Washington Schools, and at the Girls' City 
Club. * ‘ 

At the Green School, where Americanization classes were 
conducted with Greek and French girls, a special arrange- 
ment was made whereby these girls. attended academic classes 
two evenings a- week and the vocational classes in dressmak- 
ing and cooking one evening. 

All instructors of vocational subjects are tradeswomen 
who were prepared for teaching by a course in teacher-train- 
ing conducted under the direction of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education. 

1. All teachers in service are required to do some ap- 
proved professional improvement work each year. To meet 
the requirement for the year 1926-27 the instructors of cook- 
ery enrolled in a course in First Aid. 

2. The head of the dressmaking department conducted 
a series of lessons in dressmaking with the dressmaking 
teachers, each member of the class making a silk dress and 
preparing lesson plans to cover the processes of construction. 

3. A millinery expert from Filene’s, Boston, operated a 
class in millinery with the teachers of millinery. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PRIMARY GRADES, 
AND KINDERGARTENS 

To Mr. Hugh J. Molloy, 

Superintendent of Schools. 

The work of the past year in kindergarten and primary 
schools has been progressive in the fundamental subjects re- 
quired in these grades. 

The child of to-day enters school life with different expe- 
riences from the child of yesterday. 

The movies, radio, submarine and air-plane have devel- 
oped new lines of thought in the child mind. 

He comes to school with a knowledge of things unknown 
a few years ago. 

The complexities of modern life have entered into his life. 

On his way to school he must “Stop! Look! Listen!” 

His first lessons in the kindergarten are related to safety 
and health. 

If given pencil and paper, or pegs and blocks, he may 
make an air-plane or submarine. 

If allowed to choose a song, .he may select one heard at 
the movies or over the radio. 

With all these changing conditions the formal work of 
the primary school remains unchanged. Reading, writing 
and number must be taught The experienced teacher seeks 
to relate the school work to the every-day experiences of her 
pupils and to bring them as quickly as possible to the educa- 
tional requirements of the grade. 

While all have the same objectives, each school has an 
individuality of its own. Each teacher presents her subject 
matter in the manner with which she can best catch and hold 
the interest of her pupils. 

Educators now hold that the beginning of all habit devel- 
opments and learning must be made in the early grades. 

In our kindergartens are taught rules for safety, health, 
habits, reverence, order, etc. Also correct speech habits, ear 
training and phonics, in preparation for the reading in the 
first grade. The kindergarten trained child brings to the first 
grade a mental development which aids him in interpreting 
new experiences. 

Reading as a subject falls in the first grade of the school 
curriculum and it is the most important work of the grade. 
Our teachers secure excellent results in reading. Through 
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phonetic, word and phrase drills, followed by systematic, 
cumulative training to .secure comprehension and speed, child- 
ren acquire the power to read independently before the end of 
the hr st school year all the reading material for the first 
grade. 

Teachers of the second and third grades continue the drill 
work of the earlier grade, and as new difficulties in more 
advanced books arise, their pupils are prepared to meet them. 

At the end of the third year children love to read, both 
for recreation and information. 

Lowell has an enthusiastic progressive body of primary 
and kindergarten teachers who are anxious to incorporate in 
their work the latest and most worth-while methods. 

A new departure is being tried out in the Washington 
kindergarten. Instead of using paper to make imitation arti- 
cles, children now make their own rag dolls and dresses for 
the same, and, from wood, make toy tables, chairs, carts, 
cradles, etc. For one period every day the kindergarten 
becomes a real work-room. This is yet in the experimental 
stage but it is in line with the more advanced kindergartens. 

Project work has now an important part in the scnool 
program. Each school works out its own project for the 
occasion, month or season. Teachers of special subjects, 
physical, music, drawing and writing help in the development. 

Naturally the month of December is devoted to the story 
of Christmas and this year the Christmas project was most 
elaborately developed. 

In some schools the sand table was converted into a 
miniature Bethlehem — stable, crib, animals, trees, etc., were 
made by pupils. There were pictures of the Nativity, deco- 
rated blackboards and walls. Poems and carols relating to 
the season were learned during* the month to be recited or 
sung on the last day of school. 

Mingled with the Christmas green with which the rooms 
were decorated tall trees hung with gifts for parents, school- 
mates and teachers, were to be seen in almost every room. In 
the kindergartens parents came on the closing day to enjoy 
the festivities and receive the gifts made by their children. 

It was a happy ending to a year of good work accom- 
plished and showed the spirit of good will and cooperation 
between parents, pupils and teachers. «

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

Mr. Hugh J. Mollov, 

Superintendent of Schools, 

Lowell, Massachusetts. 

Dear Sir: 

In keeping with the fundamental aims of Physical Educa- 
tion, the Department this year has promoted with energy 
and enthusiasm, activities which reach the mass of pupils. 
This was accomplished through intra-mural competition in 
the schools under the direction of the instructors assigned to 
the schools wherein activities were held. 

The intra-mural sports for girls in Junior High Schools, 
interested an exceptionally large number of girls. 

The Butler and Morey Schools had the largest number 
playing, ihe Butler School girls’ teams consisted of nine 
basketball and nine field hockey teams, with a total number of 
one hundred thirty-two girls of the eighth and ninth grades 
competing. 

The Morey School had twenty-four basketball teams from 
the seventh, eighth and ninth grades ; four teams of “Touch- 
Down Pass Ball,” two teams of Spy Ball, and four teams of 
Field Hockey. In all there were one hundred seventy girls 
actively taking part in one of the four sports. The rivalry 
between the teams was very keen, and a strong spirit of team-? 
work and quick thinking predominated. 

Intra-mural sports for the boys were in the form of 
basketball, baseball, Soccer Football, and Tag Football. Tag 
football is especially instructive, as it teaches all the 
fundamentals of regular football minus tackling. When the 
boys who have participated in intra-mural Tag Football games 
reach High School, they are well versed in the fundamentals 
of football, and have a good foundation for the coaches to 
work upon. 

In the Moody Junior High, 'the smallest Junior High 
School in the city, there were four teams playing Tag Foot- 
ball. The interest in this sport was very keen througout the 
season. The Morey School also had a large number of boys 
report for Tag Football. 

The Bartlett Junior High School held several basketball 
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tournaments within the respective Junior High grades, as well 
as between the various clubs. About sixteen teams, of the 
Bartlett School played a regular intra-mural schedule. 

Organized recess play was inaugurated in the Lincoln 
School in the spring of 1927, and proved very successful. Boys 
and girls of the fifth and sixth grades were placed in teams 
that competed during the regular recess periods. The organ- 
ization was such that after the first week the scoring, play- 
ing of games, officiating and general management of the 
recess play period, was carried on entirely by the pupils. The 
opportunities for development of leadership, character, and 
self-government are very great in this type of school activity. 

In the spring of 1927, the School Committee passed a 
vote that Athletics with all other phases of Physical Educa- 
tion in the High School be placed under the direction of the 
Head of the Physical Education Department. 

In the organization and administration of athletics the 
educational aims and not the “sporting aims” are paramount. 
Athletics are valuable to education because of their bearing 
on the physical, mental and moral education. The values of 
athletics can not be over emphasized. In all types of games 
there is an outlet for the emotional expressions, all of which 
go into the making of character. 

Athletics touch upon the interest of the school and com- 
munity as a whole rather more than do many other subjects. 
These activities are the outgrowth of the desires of the pupils. 
They were not received with open arms by the educators 
when first the pupils began introducing sports as a part of 
school life. In many cases they were absolutely rejected and 
in other cases just tolerated, but the consistent growth and 
acknowledged values of athletics have made these activities 
an important factor in the education of the modern youth. 

For thb pupils, athletics are organized so that all will 
have an opportunity to participate and receive from this par- 
ticipation the greatest possible physical, mental and social 
benefits. The system that includes varsity athletics already 
had its foundation in the intra-mural and inter school games 
of the Junior High Schools, and in the intra-mural and filter 
class games of the High School. We begin with the mass as 
the base of the pyramid and gradually build up to the apex 
in varsity teams. This is an extensive program and if it is 
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to be accomplished so that the largest number of boys and 
girls will receive the greatest good we must have more room, 
better facilities and larger appropriations. 

High School Athletics are fraught with many dangers, 
chief among which is the keeping of athletics clear of outside 
influence and interference. The community interest in 
athletics is without doubt more general and perhaps more 
keen. This, of course, is natural because the results of this 
type of education are continually being paraded for public 
approval. It is very easy to criticise where a team is not 
winning and, with some, they perhaps overlook the real 
reason for athletics in a school curriculum. The administra- 
tion of athletics recognizes in every consistent way the gen- 
eral community interest. The sporting interest which 
demands winning teams is not consistent with the educational 
aims of Physical Education. 

However, our varsity teams will be given the best 
instruction that can be offered and will be instilled with a spirit 
to bring abojut the more pleasing result of competition. On 
the other hand, if reverses are to be met, the teams will be 
instilled with the spirit that can treat disaster with a sane 
temperament. 

Athletic activities originated with the pupils are peculiarly 
their own. The playing of the games in which they have been 
coached is in reality an examination of their subject matter. 
The results of these examinations should be entirely up to the 
boys. However, we here find it necessary to employ a coach to 
conduct the play on the field to a great extent. In this case 
the coach is held by the sporting public as the responsible 
party for a win or a loss. True it is, he should be held 
responsible to a great degree because in reality the game is 
between coaches who instruct the boys during their playing. 

The more ideal situation will prevail when the coaching 
is done during the long hours of instruction and practice, 
and the playing of the game on the field shall be purely the 
application of what a boy has learned. The results would 
be more fair because the boy would be actually playing against 
his opponent as a boy unhampered by more mature decisions 
from the sideline. Under such conditions the coach would 
find himself less an object of abuse for failure to return 
winning teams. It is the boy’s game to win or lose and the 
victory should not belong to the coach. 

Attention has been called to the conditions under which 
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ou ; program is carried on in previous reports. These con- 
ditions have not been remedied and the result is a less rapid 
expansion of activities than was hoped for.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF FIRE AND ACCIDENT 

PREVENTION 


Mr. Hugh J. Molloy,

Dear Sir : 

The following is my report as Director of Fire and Acci- 
dent Prevention for the year of 1927. 

During the year of 1927 I have given much attention to 
the Kindergarten, Grammar and Primary Schools as I felt 
that the younger children need more attention in the matter 
of safety than the older ones ; at the same time I have not 
overlooked the High, Junior High, Vocational and Continua- 
tion Schools. 

Fire drills on the whole are uniform and very satisfactory. 
Safety rather than speed has been the watchword for all fire 
drills. I have given much time to the instruction of teachers 
and pupils in all the details of conducting these drills and of 
marching the children away safely from the fire zone. 

Exposed belts and pulleys, jig saws, and planers in the 
schools where they are used are fairly well protected from the 
nent of danger to those using them. 

Exit signs are properly placed over the several exits at 
c schools. Signs have been placed near the approach of 
practically all schools, warning drivers of all vehicles to slow 
down and be careful. 
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The disposal of waste matter in the schools has been 
attended to but such disposal could and should be improved 
in the larger schools by the installation of metal boxes with 
suitable covers and locks. Overhanging icicles, snow slides, 
icy steps and sidewalks adjacent to school buildings have been 
watched and cared for. The placing of snow guards on some 
of the very steep roofs and the repairing of broken and over- 
hanging gutters would help in the matter of safety. 

Much good has been accomplished by* providing white 
lines at many schools where there is considerable traffic, but 
many more are needed. 

Walking on the railroad tracks to and from school is now 
a very rare occurrence. I have given much time and instruc- 
tion, even outside school hours, to caution children against 
venturing on thin ice, going into deep water unless they are 
able to swim, coasting on the highways, to pay proper atten- 
tion to railroad crossings and gates; playing games in the 
streets, riding bicycles on the sidewalks, riding on the handle- 
bars of bicycles, riding bicycles carelessly in the streets, riding 
on the rear of vehicles and demanding rides from the drivers 
of vehicles of any kind. I have also warned children against 
touching any kind of electric wiring, cut-out boxes, or fuse 
plugs ; the proper way to send in a fire alarm, how to ex- 
tinguish fire in a person’s clothing; the danger to themselves 
and others of snowballing; playing with matches, gasoline, 
kerosene and other inflammable matter ; the danger of poisons ; 
to the older pupils how to save a drowning person, and render 
first aid when needed for any reason. 

In my duties in connection with the above matters I have 
visited school assemblies and class rooms and Parent Teacher’s 
Meetings many times, and have spoken of the great danger in 
using public streets as playgrounds, and also explained the 
meaning of the white and yellow lines in the streets, the 
meaning of the different lights on traffic beacons, and the 
signals used by the traffic officers of the city. 

In all the schools the matter of personal safety has been 
stressed greatly by the use of pictures and stories of accidents, 
and I personally placed 110 Jackie Coogan Safety Posters in 
different parts of the city. Police and Firemen have cooper- 
ated, — fireman doing traffic duty at dangerous corners in the 
vicinity of school houses ; and I certainly have had the full 
cooperation of the Chamber of Commerce Safety Committee, 
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members of the City Council Safety Committee, the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and the principals and teachers of all 
schools, which, after all, is the most important factor, for 
with their cooperation I have completed a survey of one 
school year, namely, from September 1926 to June 1927 (in- 
clusive), 40 public schools and about 14,000 pupils. There 
were no fatal accidents, the accident rate being' less than two 
millionths of one per cent. (This applies to street accidents.) 

Much personal attention has been given at the schools 
at the time of school assembly, and at the time of dismissal, 
boys have been instructed as Junior traffic police and are 
doing good work at several of the schools by assisting the 
younger pupils across the street, and as directors of traffic 
at their schools and have been directed to report the registra- 
tion numbers of drivers of automobiles and trucks who drive 
through lines of school children. 

Liquid fire extinguishers have been kept in good condi- 
tion although a few more might be distributed to 
good advantage. Fire gongs have been kept in good condition. 

Attics and cellars are free from combustible material 
and have no exposed live wires ; all exit doors are kept free 
from refuse, as are the stairways and places beneath them. 

Parking in front of all schools during school hours has 
been prohibited by a city ordinance and is checked up by the 
police. 

All locking devices on exit doors are in fairly good con- 
dition, stage curtains are in good condition and the permanent 
stage curtains are non-inflammable ; most fire escapes are in 
good condition and used at fire drills. Electric wiring and fuse 
boxes have been regularly inspected and are in fair condition. 

In a word — very close attention has been given to any- 
thing and everything which might possibly be an element of 
danger in the schools or on the school premises.

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CONTINUATION SCHOOL 

Six years’ experience in administrating compulsory 
Continuation School authorized under the provisions of 
Chapter 311 of the General Acts of 1919 and established in 
Lowell has furnished considerable data wherewith to test the 
theories applied in the establishment of this type of school. 

The functions these schools are intended to perform for 
the group of minors designated by the law are (1) to give a 
so-called general improvement education ; (2) to furnish, 

through shop experiences and class-room exercises, pre- 
vocational training which is in effect, vocational guidance ; 
and (3) to give some definite training for industry. (Trade 
Extension.) 

General Improvement for pupils in the Continuation 
School in Lowell has had important effects. Instruction in 
civics, personal hygiene, regular school subjects and opportu- 
nities for recreation have been provided in a less formal way 
than in the regular school. 

Vocational guidance of a pratical kind is also easily 
possible in connection with so called pre-vocational training, 
which can be carried on profitably in the Continuation School. 
Shop work and studies related to shop work have furnished 
much valuable experience in field closely related to vocations. 
Of 500 pupils of whom data was secured at the close of the 
last school term, practically all gave evidence that they gained 
valuable knowledge as to the industrial conditions and that 
they possessed greater industrial intelligence as a result of 
Continuation School attendance. The shops of this school 
are useful adjuncts. 

Securing jobs for pupils out of work and keeping them off 
the streets during the period of non-employment have become 
definite duties of the Continuation School. The law requires 
that minors 14-16 years of age must be either at work or at 
school. Those residing in Lowell, if at work, must attend 
Continuation School for a minimum of 4 hours each week. 
When unemployed such minors are expected to attend the 
Continuation School 20 hours a week or return to the regular 
school. 

The Continuation School has had a good influence on the 
attendance of children in the regular schools and on the ten- 
dency of those out of employment to return to- the regular 
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school. Formerly many children between 14 and 16 were 
neither in school nor at work. Some of them were hunting 
jobs but. the majority were adrift on the streets or idle at 
home. The facts could not be ascertained until the Continu- 
ation School with its automatic requirement of attendance 
thereof the moment regular school attendance ceased was 
established. 

By cooperation of home and employer, secured by follow- 
up work the pupil comes to realize that regularity and punc- 
tuality are essential to success. Follow-up work has revealed 
these facts. Pupils when they are once informed as to actual 
conditions for advancement are often stimulated to make 
special preparation for better positions. Employers on the 
whole favor the Continuation School in Lowell. The attitude 
of the employer is largely determined by the supply of and 
demand for juvenile labor. There is a general testimony by 
employers that the school has assisted their employees. Many 
are of the opinion that there is less shifting of jobs when 
pupils attend the Continuation School. It has had a steady- 
ing influence and certainly a great majority of the boys and 
girls have developed a wholesome ambition to secure good 
and permanent places in industry. 

The Continuation School trains first for the work the 
pupil is now doing, if any such training can be given ; next 
it trains them for a better position. 

So far as possible the hours of attendance at the school 
are those most convenient to the employer. 

The size of the class groups gives a good chance for in- 
dividual work in the classes. Pupils come to a teacher for 
two hours’ work and then go to another teacher for another 
two hours. 

Typical Program for a four-hour period pupil: — 

1st hour — Shop, mathematics, hygiene and safety. 

2nd hour — English, spelling and civics. 

3rd hour — Shop. 

4th hour — Shop. 

For the 20-hour pupil or those who are temporarily out 
of employment a more varied program is furnished. 

The problem of securing properly trained teachers for 
the Continuation School is a serious one. For this reason, 
the teaching force employed in this department of school

work should remain intact, although the number of pupils 
attending this school varies from time to time. 

The present minimum period of four hours per week is 
in some particulars a difficult period for business to adjust 
itself to, and this length of time is inadequate either to 
meet the legitimate demands of business or to adequately 
train the pupils jvvho come to our school, so it has been re- 
commended, and we strongly agree that the amount of time 
be extended to half time for a period of not less than 24 hours 
in every period of two weeks or an equivalent of such time 
and that the schools be continuously in session throughout the 
year.

GENERAL ACTS, CHAPTER 311. 

An Act relative to the establishment and maintenance of Continuation 
Schools and Courses of Instruction for Employed Minors. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. (1) Every city and town in which, during a calendar 

year ending December thirty-first, two hundred or more minors under 
sixteen years of age are regularly employed not less than six hours 
per day by authority of employment certificate or home permits des- 
cribed in section one of chapter forty-four of the Revised Laws, as 
amended, shall, and any other city or town may, through its school 
committee, local board of trustees for vocational education, or both, 
establish at the beginning of the next school year and maintain continu- 
ation schools or courses of instruction for the education of such minors 
under sixteen years of age who are regularly employed not less than 
six hours per day at home or elsewhere within the city or town, and 
for such others as may be required to attend as provided in section three. 

Section 1. (3 The required attendance at said schools or courses 
shall be at the rate of not less than four hours per week for minors 
regularly employed not less than six hours per day at home or else- 
where, and at the rate of not less than twenty hours a week for minors 
who have secured employment certificates, and who are temporarily 
out of regular employment or business, provided the school or course 
is in session twenty hours a week, and shall be between the hours of 
eight o’clock in the morning and five o’clock in the afternoon of any 
working day or days except Saturday. 

Section 2. Cities and towns maintaining such continuation schools 
or courses of instruction as are approved by the board of education as 
to organization control, situation, equipment, courses of study, qualifica- 
tions of teachers, methods of instruction, conditions of admission, em- 
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ployment of pupils and expenditures of money, shall receive reimburse- 
ment from the treasury of the commonwealth to an amount equal to 
one half the total sum raised by local taxation and expended for the 
maintenance of such schools or courses of instruction. 

Section 3. (1) Any minor under sixteen years of age who has 

been regularly employed in a city or town other than that of his resi- 
dence, and who is temporarily unemployed, may be required, under 
conditions approved by the board of education, to attend such a contin- 
uation school or such courses of instruction in the city or town of his 
residence. 


AMERICANIZATION 

An Act to promote Americanization through the Education of Adult 
Persons unable to use the English Language. 

General Act, Chapter 295. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The board of education is hereby authorized, with the 
co-operation of the several cities and towns, to promote and provide 
for the education of persons over twenty-one years of age, who are 
unable to speak, read and write the English language, and to provide 
teachers and supervisors in Americanization work. 

Section 2. Any city or town desiring to obtain the benefits of this 
act may apply therefor to the board, shall conduct the educational work 
herein provided for in conjunction with the board and shall be entitled 
to receive from the commonwealth, at the expiration of such school year 
and on the approval of the board one half of the sums expended by it 
in carrying out the provisions hereof. 

For overcoming illiteracy among the adult population he Lowell 
School Department includes in her program the following 

1. Evening Schools, conveniently placed for working adults and 
offering special courses for adult illiterates. 

2. Specially trained teachers. 

3. Afternoon Classes, conducted in the public schools L the benefit 
of illiterate mothers. 

Due to business depression a great number of our a< lit alien in- 
habitants and their families have left the city. This fa ' as effected 
the number attending the Americanization Classes. At th close of the 
school term there were fourteen Evening Classes, eight vfternoon or 
Mother Classes and two factory classes. The following nationalities 
were represented in our classes : French, Greek, Italian, olish, Portu- 
guese, Lithuanian, Russian, Armenian, Syrian. As a r< ard for good 
attendance and satisfactory work in English 161 m and women 
received State Certificates.

The financial year shall begin on the first day of January and end on 
the thirty-first day of the following December, including both days and 
all department books and accounts must be run accordingly. 

All departments and offices of the city government shall keep and 
furnish such records in book form or otherwise as shall be prescribed by 
the City Auditor. 

All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the city shall 
be subject to the inspection of the City Auditor. 

All or any city departmental officials, collecting money due the city for 
licenses, fees, fines, services rendered or for material sold or for any other 
purpose, for which no bill was previously rendered, shall pay all such col- 
lections over to the City Treasurer on or before the last day of each month. 

All bills or claims for work performed must be presented to the depart- 
ments ordering the same; those for supplies furnished and on account of 
contracts therefor should be presented to the Purchasing Agent. 

All bills or claims should be received by the city on or before the first 
day of the month. 

All department receipts for materials and supplies should be sent to 
the purchasing agent on or before the third day of the month, as it is im- 
possible for him to approve bills for payment in due course after that date. 

All bills after approval by each commissioner should be listed and sent 
to the Auditor’s Department not later than the eighth day of each month. 

All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified by the City 
Auditor or paid shall be approved by Mayor. 

All bills approved will be paid on the fifteenth day of each month.

Said sum 
to be used for people in temporary need of charity without distinction of 
race, color or religion.

In case of a vacancy, the 
remaining trustees shall report to the Justice of the Court, who shall 
appoint a successor to fill said vacancy.”

Carney Medal Fund

plied in payment for the “Carney Medals” to the departments of the High 
School (annually). 

For the information of the citizens of Lowell the Auditor respectfully 
refers them to the “Annual Report of the School Committee,” or the year 
1859, where all the correspondence between the donor and the recipient 
may be found. This fund was restored in 1923.

Resolution, numbered 54, passed by the City Council, Apri 1870 : “That 
the City of Lowell be appointed trustee of the sum of $1,000.00 and the 
City Treasurer is authorized to pay to the High Street Church the in- 
terest of said sum at the rate of 6 per cent, forever.

Sir : 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the city of Lowell for the year ending December 31, 1927, 
and submit the following report : 

The records of the financial transactions of the several departments 
were examined and a comparison was made with the reports to the auditor 
and with the books in the auditor’s and the treasurer’s departments. 

The surety bonds furnished by the departmental officials for the faith- 
ful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

The books and accounts in the auditor’s office were examined and 
checked, the records of receipts being compared with the treasurer’s books 
and with the records in the several departments collecting money for the 
city. The reported disbursements were checked by a comparison of ap- 
proved bills and pay-rolls with the warrants and the treasurer’s books. 

The appropriation accounts were examined and all appropriations, trans- 
fers and loan orders were checked with the records of the City Council. 

The accounts receivable ledger, in which is entered the detail of the 
departmental accounts receivable, was examined and checked with the bills 
made out by the several departments and with the payments to the treasurer. 

The records of debt issued were examined, and the loans were found 
to have been properly authorized. The reported payments on account of 
debt and interest were compared with the amounts falling due, and the out- 
standing debt was listed from the debt records and proved with the auditor’s 
ledger. 

The ledger accounts were examined and checked, a trial balance was 
taken off, proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance sheet, showing 
the financial condition of the city as of December 31, 1927, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. 
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At the present time, the surplus prior revenue account includes the 
uncollected bills of departmental accounts receivable, moth and street 
sprinkling assessments, and tax titles, making it difficult to determine the 
unappropriated cash which is available; and again it is recommended that 
revenue accounts be set up for these outstanding accounts, eliminating them 
from the surplus prior revenue account. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector were examined 
and checked. The reported receipts as recorded on the cash book were 
checked with the reports to the auditor and with the departmental records, 
and the payments by the treasurer were compared with the warrants 
authorizing them and with the auditor’s books. 

The cash on hand was verified by actual count, and the bank balances 
were reconciled with the statements furnished by the banks. 

The securities and the savings bank books, representing the investments 
of the several trust funds in the custody of the treasurer, were examined 
and listed, the additional cemetery perpetual care funds and the income be- 
ing proved and the transfers of income to the city being verified and found 
to be as recorded. 

The commitments of taxes, assessments, and departmental accounts re- 
ceivable were proved to the warrants ,and the receipts were checked with 
the payments to the treasurer and with the auditor’s books The abatements 
were checked with the departmental records of abatements granted, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved to the accounts in the auditor’s 
books. A further verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the city, and from the replies received it appears that 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are correcet. 

Continued efforts should be made by the city solicitor’s office toward 
the collection of overdue departmental bills ; and those found to be uncol- 
lectible should be abated. 

There are several sidewalk assessments which have been outstanding for 
some time, and if these assessments are found to be uncollectible, they should 
be abated. 

Attention is again called to the amount of tax titles on hand which is 
increasing each year. The treasurer should institute proceedings for fore- 
closure as required by Section 2, Chapter 126, Acts of 1927 ; and any tax 
titles on land of small value may be disposed of by complying with the 
provisions of Sections 79 to 80, Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended. 

It was noted that the cash for a number of overpayments on taxes of 
various levies is separate from and not included in the treasurer’s general 
cash, and it is therefore recommended that this cash be turned in to the 
general cash, as well as the unclaimed cash and checks on pay-rolls and bills 
which have been on hand a sufficient time. 

The records of receipts of the city clerk’s department for licenses and 
permits were checked in detail with the records of licenses and permits 
issued, and the fees for recording were verified by the records in the several 
books. The payments to the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s and 
auditor’s books. The hunting and fishing and the dog licenses issued were 
examined, and the payments to the State and the county, respectively, were 
verified by the receipts on file. 

The receipts of the license commissioners were examined and checked. 
The records of licenses issued were checked with the copies of licenses on 
file, and the payments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
and the auditor’s books.

CITY AUDITOR’S REPORT 


The financial records of the water department were examined, the abate- 
ments and discounts being checked, and the outstanding accounts listed and 
proved with the auditor’s books. The reported collections were checked 
with the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

Recommendations were made in our reports of previous audits that a 
special appropriation be made to take care of the water income deficit of 
prior years, but no action has been taken. This matter should receive at- 
tention by the making of a special appropriation to take care of the amount 
of the deficit before the close of 1928 instead of leaving it to chance that 
there may be an unexpended balance of water income of the current year 
to reduce the amount. 

The records at the cemetery office were examined, and the outstanding 
cemetery bills were compared with the lists of uncollected charges in the 
collector’s office. The commitments of charges to the collector, the amount 
of receipts, and the abatements granted were checked and proved with the 
books in the collector’s and the auditor’s offices. The records of cash re- 
ceived at the cemetery office were checked, and the payments to the treasurer 
were compared with the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

The records of receipts from licenses issued by the mayor’s office, of 
receipts from the milk inspector, the sealer of weights and measures, the 
public scales, and the vocational schools, as well as from the building, fire 
health, library, and park departments, were examined, and the payments 
to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 
At the end of the year there was cash on hand, which was paid to the 


treasurer in 1928, as follows : 

Girls’ V ocational School : $42.50 

Library department 99.81 

Building department 55.42 


It is recommended that departments make payments of their receipts 
to the treasurer before the close of the year, in order that his books may 
show the true condition of the city. 

It was noticed that the school committee granted the use of the C. W. 
Irish Auditorium in the High School to certain organizations on the condi- 
tion that a definite amount of money be given to the High School Athletic 
Fund, instead of requiring that the payments be made to the city treasurer 
as revenue of the city. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the accounts of 
all other departments receiving money or committing bills for collection were 
examined and checked. 

The balance sheet shows the city to be in a good financial condition, as 
will be seen by the surplus revenue account, although large amounts were 
appropriated from this account in 1927. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and departmental ac- 
counts receivable, together with tables showing the transactions of the trust 
funds. 

During the process of the audit, uniform courtesy was extended by the 
several officials, and I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to 
express appreciation.

There was a marked decrease in the number of 
cases of tuberculosis (all forms) reported during the 
year 1927, and also a marked decrease in the mortality 
rate from this same disease 

There were reported 96 cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis with 41 deaths and 24 cases of all other forms of 
this same disease, with 15 deaths.

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DIPHTHERIA 

There was a marked increase in the morbidity and 
mortality figures for the year 1927. The number of cases 
reported was 194 and the number of deaths 18, as com- 
pared with 50 cases in 1925 and 70 cases in 1926, with 
4 deaths in 1925 and 6 deaths in 1926. 

Many of these cases were discovered by the Division 
of School Hygiene through the school doctors and school 
nurses; through the check-ups on absentees; and cultures 
taken from contact groups in schools. 

SCARLET FEVER 

There were 162 cases of Scarlet Fever reported dur- 
ing the year, with 1 death from this disease.

TYPHOID FEVER 

fn the latter part of the month of February an out- 
break of Typhoid Fever occurred. There were reported 
26 cases of this disease and 3 deaths during 1927. Of 
this number 3 of the cases hospitalized in Lowell were 
from the town of Billerica in which town, as was later 
proved after investigation, was the starting point for the 
incidence of this disease. 

This outbreak caused considerable concern to the 
local health department, but the prompt investigation 
by the State Department of Health disclosed the cause 
of this outbreak as a typhoid carrier — an itinerant farm 
laborer who was employed on a Dairy Farm in Billerica. 
This farm was supplying milk to part of the town of Bil- 
lerica and to a number of customers in Lowell. This milk 
supply was immediately discontinued, and the typhoid 
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carrier was placed in quarantine at the Isolation Hos- 
pital in Lowell, maintained by the Lowell Health Depart- 
ment. The necessary tests to determine his status as a 
typhoid carrier were carried out promptly by the State 
Department of Health and arrangements concluded by 
the Commissioner of Health of the State of Massa- 
chusetts for a voluntary operation which would render 
this carrier immune from spreading further contagion. 
The entire expense of this operation was borne by the 
State Department of Health. On advice of the State 
Department of Healh this carrier agreed not to engage 
in any type of work which might entail the handling of 
food, and to report either in person or by mail monthly 
with the State Department of Health. 

Of the total number of cases reported in this out- 
break which numberd 26 , there were 10 definitely ac- 
credited to the milk supply of this dairy farm; 7 of whom 
were residents of Lowell, and 3 lived in Billerica, but were 
hospitalized in Lowell.

71.97% of Lowell's Milk is supplied from Massachu- 
setts. 

13.03% of Lowell's Milk is supplied from New Hamp- 
shire. 

10.90% of Lowell's Milk is supplied from Vermont. 
4.10% of Lowell's Milk is supplied from Maine. 
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The Milk comes from 62 cities and towns. It is 
trucked into Lowell from 501 dairies. Milk and Cream 
come in by train from 28 country milk plants and cream- 
eries. 

610 sanitary inspections were made of nearby dairy 
farms, producing Market Milk. 

36 Dairy Farm Inspections were made of dairy farms 
producing milk for Grade “A” Pasteurized milk. 

8 dairy farm inspections were made of dairy farms 
producing certified milk. 

426 recommendations for improvements were made 
and 387 recommendations have been complied with in 
1927. 

In August 42 dairies were inspected on an inspection 
trip of 358 miles through No. Berwick, Me., Bar Mills, 
Buxton, Hollis, Waterboro and Sanford, Me., Milton 
Mills, Union Depot, Alton Centre, Stratford, Bennington 
and So. Lee, N. H. 210 recommendations were made, 
but I was unable to revisit this section again in 1927 to 
see how recommendations were complied with. 

In October, 30 milk plants and creameries were in- 
spected on an inspection trip of 1405 miles through E. St. 
Johnsbury, St. Johnsbury Centre, Lyndonville, Barton, 
W. Glover, Newport, Derby, Charlestown, Holland, E. 
Berkshire, Norrisville, East Hardwick, Hartford, Brad- 
ford, Vermont; Sawyerville, North Hatley, Magog, Man- 
sionville, Glen Sutton, Abercorn, P. Q. 151 recommend- 
ations were made and 94 of them were complied with in 
eight days Many of the places were not revisited in 
1927, owing to lack of transportation funds. One cream- 
ery, supplying cream for ice cream purposes, was tem- 
porarily shut off on account of insanitary - conditions. 
Two creameries must replace their can washers. All 
creameries visited were not equipped with flush valves 
in compliance with the Massachusetts State Department 
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of Public Health Regulations Relative to Pasteurization 
Plants. 3050 producers supply the Milk Plants and 
Creameries visited by the Milk Inspector on this trip. 

The Portland, Auburn, Belgrade, Me., inspection 
trip was not made in 1927, owing to lack of transporta- 
tion funds. 

416 inspections of local milk distribution plants 
were made. 380 recommendations were made, 362 of 
which have been complied with. 

July 14, 1927 the new Pasteurization Regulations of 
the State Department of Public Health went into effect, 
and Dec. 14, 1927 was the last day of grace. During 
the month of November and December, four days each 
week were spent in part inspecting, recommending and 
reinspecting the pasteurizing plants supplying the city, 
in order that they might be properly equipped with ma- 
terial and methods. Two days the last of December 
were spent showing the State Pasteurizing Plant Inspec- 
tor the location and equipment of all pasteurizing plants 
supplying Lowell. Nine of the twelve pasteurizing plants 
within the city limits were equipped on time; three due 
to failure of the equipment to arrive were late. 

Nine meetings were attended during the year for the 
purpose of uniform enforcement of laws, compiling of 
pasteurization and ice cream regulations, etc. 

The average daily consumption of milk for 1927 
was 39184 qts. 

71.40% was sold as pasteurized and 28.60% was 
sold as raw milk. 

11056 qts. of pasteurized milk was sold at whole- 
sale; 16920 qts. at retail; 2560 qts. of raw milk were 
sold at wholesale; 8648 qts. at retail daily. 

During the year 64 milk dealers were listed as sup- 
plying Lowell with milk. 21 dealers were listed as de- 
livering pasteurized milk. 36 dealers delivered 90.62% 
of the milk consumed daily, and 28 delivered 9.38%. 
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There were 812 stores, and 64 dealers licensed to sell 
milk after a sanitary inspection had been made. 65 stores 
were registered to sell oleomargarine. 

$470.50 were turned over to the City Treasurer.

Examination of the above statistics shows that the 
patients themselves referred approximately 50% of the 
new admissions to the clinic with the local doctors and 
hospitals referring the majority of the remainder.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LOWELL ISOLATION HOSPITAL 

To the Board of Health 
of the City of Lowell. 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor of submitting to you the seventh 
annual report of the Lowell Isolation Hospital for the 
year ending December 31, 1927. 

PATIENTS UNDER TREATMENT 

On January 1, 1927 there were in the hospital 39 
tubercular patients and 3 contagious patients, a total of 
42. There have been admitted 34 males and 30 females 
in the tubercular wards and 72 patients in the conta- 
gious ward. These figures show that we have treated 
103 tubercular patients and 75 contagious cases, a few 
less in each ward than were treated during the previous 
year. On December 31, 1927 there were 52 patients in 
the hospital, 25 males and 20 females in the tubercular 
wards and 7 cases of diptheria in the contagious wards. 

The lowest number of patients on any one day during 
the year was 42 and the highest number of patients was 
56. The daily average in the tubercular ward was 45.4 
and the daily average in the contagious ward was 3.6, a 
daily average in both departments of 49. There were 
1313 contagious hospital days and 16,571 tubercular 
hospital days, a total of 17,884 for the year. 

TUBERCULAR CASES 

There were 58 patients discharged from the tuber- 
cular ward — 51 pulmonary cases, 3 cases of tuberculosis 
other than pulmonary, and 4 cases that were diagnosed 
as non-tubercular. Of these 51 pulmorary cases. 3 were 
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discharged as arrested, 2 as apparently arrested, 10 as 
much improved, 2 transferred to other hospitals, 5 ab- 
sconded, 9 discharged as unimproved, and 20 died. The 
average length of stay in the tubercular wards was 
160.88 days, a little over 5 months. 

CONTAGIOUS CASES 

The contagious ward has been open 298 days of the 
year; whereas it was open every day of the previous 
year. 72 cases have been admitted durng the year. 
Three cases were in the hospital on January 1, 1928, 
which makes a total of 75 contagious cases treat- 
ed. Of these 75 cases, 41 were diphtheria (31 more 
than in the previous year), 17 scarlet fever (18 fewer 
than in the previous year), 8 erysipelas, 4 whoop- 
ing cough, 1 typhoid fever, 1 broncho-pneumonia, 1 
whooping cough and broncho-pneumonia, 1 parotipil, and 
1 infantile paralysis. 

Of these cases, 60 were discharged, entirely recov- 
ered, while 8 died, 7 of diphtheria and 1 of erysipelas. 
Regarding these 7 diphtheria deaths I may say that they 
all occurred very shortly after admission to the hospital 
and were all from cases that had received no antitoxin 
until the disease was far advanced. Seven contagious 
cases were still in the hospital on January 1, 1928. 

EXPENDITURES 

The total expenditures for the year ending December 
31, 1927 were $68461.08. These expenditures were di- 
vided as follows: $50295.39 for the tubercular ward 
and $18165.69 for the contagious ward. 

The sum of $37955.92 was spent for salaries and 
$30505.16 was spent for food and general hospital sup- 
plies. $1,056 a day was spent on each patient, 54.9 cents 
a day for food and 50.7 cents for general hospital sup- 
plies, including laundry, medicine, gas, electricity, water, 
coke, and coal.

The gross per capita cost of the tubercular ward of 
the year 1927 was $3,035 per day and the gross per cap- 
ita cost of the entire hospital was $3,828 per day. 

Allowing for the following receipts from various 
sources the net per capita cost of the tubercular hospital 
was $2.60 per day and that of the entire hospital was re- 
duced to $3.34 per day.

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SUMMARY 

The year 1927 was an active year in this hospital, 
as the statistics above will show, and yet the hospital 
was by no means used to its fullest extent. The ideal 
will be attained only when a much larger number of 
the tubercular patients whom we know to be sick in and 
about Lowell, avail themselves of the opportunity for 
treatment the hospital affords. 

To render proper service to these patients it be- 
comes the part of the hospital authorities to keep the 
equipment up to the highest of modern standards, to 
provide a menu equal to that served in the best hos- 
pitals, and to lend every effort to keep the patients not 
only comfortable but contented. 

Similarly, the contagious ward should be used more 
generally. During the year the average of patients treated 
was but a litttle more than three a day, a number con- 
siderably smaller than the number of contagious cases 
in the city would seem to warrant. 

Increased usefulness of the contagious ward de- 
pends in great part upon the co-operation of the phy- 
sicians of the city. Some method should be employed to 
remind physicians of their privilege of. sending their 
private contagious cases to the hospital and of caring for 
them there. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

With the idea of improving our facilities and making 
the hospital more comfortable and useful, I make the 
following suggestions. First among them are several re- 
lating to equipment The greater efficiency that, is gain- 
ed through the use of proper equipment justifies any 
expenditure that may be made for that purpose. 
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EQUIPMENT 

An X-Ray machine should be installed at once. Ev- 
ery tubercular patient admitted to the hospital should be 
X-rayed as a matter of routine’. 

In modern treatment of selected cases there is a de- 
mand for a machine to induce artificial pneumothorax. 
I recommend the installation of such a machine. 

A serious problem that must be solved soon con- 
cerns the method of serving food to those in the wards. 
Under the present system food cooked in the kitchen 
must be carried to the wards and there reheated before 
being served. The stairways preclude the use of the 
tunnels for the food trucks. I recommend the purchase 
of an electric food conveyor for each ward that meals 
may be served hot and as appetizing as possible. 

Again I must urge the installation of a radio outfit 
with earphones at each bedside that it may help to while 
away the weary hours of the patients. 

SERVICE OF STAFF 

The present arrangement, calls for each of the visit- 
ing staff of doctors to serve one month in rotation. Un- 
der this system the doctor is only becoming quite familiar 
with the cases when he is called upon to give way to one 
of his associates. In my opinion, a more satisfactory ar- 
rangement would be for each of the three to serve con- 
tinuously for a period of four months. 

ROADWAY NEEDS REPAIR 

The approach to the hospital, West Meadow Road, 
is in a deplorable condition. The city owes it to itself to 
see that the roadway leading to one of its important 
buildings should be put nto good condition and so main- 
tained. I urge that you submit this request to the proper 
department. 
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NEEDED APPROPRIATION 

If the hospital is to function properly, it is vitally 
necessary that money be available in sufficient amount. 
Decreased appropriations have led to the understaffing 
of the hospital through layoffs and discharges, to the 
denial of well-earned vacations to certain employees, and 
to the serving of food of a quality less than the best and 
of less variety. 

I am not advocating extravagance, but I believe that 
a hospital, caring for tubercular patients is no place in 
which illiberal practices should be countenanced. 

I respectfully urge your Board to make every effort 
to secure for the use of the hospital the full amount of 
money that is asked for.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE DIVISION 
OF SCHOOL HYGIENE 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 1, 1928. 

To the Honorable Board of Health of the 
City of Lowell, Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

The Director of School Hygiene respectfully submits 
the following report for the year ending December 81, 
1927: 
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During the past year, in addition to the routine 
health supervision which has for its purpose the detection 
and correction of existing physical defects in the school 
child, together with the discovery and isolation of con- 
tagious diseases, and the improvement in sanitation and 
personal hygiene, considerable attention was devoted to 
nutrition and posture, in order to improve the diet and 
body mechanics, because recent surveys made by the 
school physicians and nurses, and also because findings 
of the 10-Year State Survey conducted by the State De- 
partment of Health in conjunction with the Division of 
School Hygiene, showed that a very definite percntage 
of the children have a faulty dietary regime with a poorly 
balanced diet, and it is very evident that in many of 
these cases, there is a definite relation between poor body 
mechanics and ill health. 

Since the health of the school child is a most import- 
ant and serious problem, not only from a humanitarian 
standpoint, but also because the cfyild of today is the 
citizen of tomorrow, and because health education must 
underlie any worthwhile attempt to improve child hy- 
giene, this department has carried on an intensive pro- 
gram of health education for the past year. 

This program has taken various forms; health clubs, 
health plays, application of the modern health crusade 
and similar endeavors; health talks by nurses and doc- 
tors, all of which have had for their purpose the stimu- 
lation of an interest in the school child towards the acqui- 
sition of good health by means of improvements in health 
habits and hygiene. 

For the successful completion of any purpose such 
as this, the co-operation of the public is necessary, and 
with this in view, the department elicited the aid of out- 
side agencies such as the local Tuberculosis Council, in 
conjunction with which a public demonstration was held 
in the Lowell Memorial Auditorium during the latter 
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week of April, in observance with the nation-wide Early 
Diagnosis Campaign and May Health Day, at which time 
a display of the health work carried on by the school 
children of Lowell under the direction of the nurses and 
doctors of the Division of School Hygiene, together with 
the teachers, was given to the public; also the very effi- 
cient aid of the local press for the purpose of acquaint- 
ing the public with the purpose of several of the more re- 
cent health projects were elicited. The very ready and 
willing response of the public to these, and similar ap- 
peals, testified to the worth of such endeavors. 

During the summer months a Day Camp caring for 
232 children was maintained, the members for this camp 
drawn from those listed in the 10-Year State Survey, the 
Hilum Tubereulars and the undernourished children, to- 
gether with the 10 and 15 percent underweights. Dur- 
ing their stay at camp, they .were taught the value of 
rest, good food, fresh air and sunshine, and attempts 
\vere made to neutralize, in part, the effects of over- 
fatigue by rest periods, and undernourishment by sup- 
plementary feeding, together with heliotherapy; in addi- 
tion to considerable health education which had for its 
purpose improvement in their knowledge of dietary re- 
gime and the precepts of personal hygiene. 

There was also for the first time maintained a sum- 
mer health centre at the Edson School. This was financed 
entirely by the Lowell Tuberculosis Council, and approxi- 
mately 125 children were cared for each day. The work 
carried on at this centre was essentially the same as that 
of the Day Camp except for the fact that more intimate 
contact was possible because of the accessibility of the 
centre; and it is felt that this is the beginning of a new 
and very important health work.

TELEPHONE 

The telephone system is the same that was installed in 
1913., consisting of one thirty-line switchboard located at the 
Palmer Street Station, which is connected with the Central 
office of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
by two toll lines, and also the fourteen different fire stations, 
the Chief’s office and residence, two Assistant Chiefs resi- 
dences and battery room with eleven local lines. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT 

This department is maintained by the City and consists 
of twenty permanent men. They have responded to two hun- 
dred and eighty-one alarms: in service one hundred twenty- 
five and one-fourth hours ; spread one hundred and two 
covers: used thirty extinguishers and thirty-one tanks: 
raised three hundred and fifty feet of ladders. 
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FIRE PREVENTION 


A systematic inspection of buildings is made by the 
members of the Fire Department in order to relieve the fire 
hazard of the city. Each company has a certain district 
to inspect, and each inspection is recorded on a printed slip 
with report of conditions found. These slips are turned over 
to the Chief of the Department, and, when the conditions 
found are considered dangerous, letters are sent to both 
owners and tenants to have said conditions remedied. 11,330 
buildings were inspected during the year by the different 
companies. 


FIRES AND LOSSES 

The whole number of alarms during the year ending 
December 31, 1927, was one thousand one hundred and seven- 
ty-six (1,176). Two hundred and fifty-seven (257) were given 
from signal boxes; six hundred and thirty-seven (637) tele- 
phones; one hundred and thirty-nine (139) stills; five (5) 
automatics; thirteen (13) exposures; and one hundred and 
twenty-five (125) reported fires. The ‘‘No School” signal 
was given seven (7) times. There were four hundred and 
fourty-eight (448) fires extinguished by chemicals alone and 
two hundred and sixty-seven (267) where water was used. 
The remaining number were extinguished by other means 
or had been put out before the arrival of the department. 
Eighty-two (82) were in brick, stone or cement buildings ; 
four hundred and five (405) in frame buildings and five 
hundred and sixty-four (564) other than building fires. The 
reported fires were mostly in frame buildings. 

The whole -amount of loss except the reported fires 
was two hundred forty-two thousand, six hundred sixty- 
five dollars and seventy-two cents ($242,665.72) ; insurance 
four million, two hundred seven thousand, two hundred 
seventy-two dollars ($4,207,272.00) ; insurance paid, two 
hundred thirty-five thousand, nine hundred ninety-five 
dollars and thirteen cents ($235,995.13) ; loss above insur- 
ance, six thousand, six hundred seventy dollars and fifty-nine 
cents ($6,670.59) ; valuation three million, one hundred fifty- 
six thousand, four hundred fifty dollars ($3, 156,450.00). The 
reported loss was six thousand, sixty-five dollars and seventy- 
five cents ($6,065.75) ; insurance two million, nine hundred 
twenty-six thousand, fifty dollars ($2, 926, 050.00) ; valuation, 
two million, nine hundred ninety-five thousand, four hundred 
sixty-four dollars and one cent ($2,995,464.01).

Superintendent’s Report 


Lowell, Mass., January 31, 1928. 

To the Board of Park Commissioners, 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith respectfully submit my annual report of the work 
done under your direction in the Park System during the year 
ending December 31, 1927. 

The demand for opportunity to use our parks and recreational 
facilities is increasing annually and this past year has seen us flooded 
with applications for permits for baseball, football and tennis games. 
The extended use of our park and playground areas has necessitated 
our keeping a large force of men busy in the general maintenance 
work, such as keeping grounds in reasonably good condition and 
in cleaning up litter after their use. This work, although absolutely 
necessary, does not show any betterment to our Parks and Play- 
grounds, hence, a great many people lose sight of the considerable 
maintenance expenditures made necessary to keep them in good 
physical condition. 

In addition to our ordinary maintenance work, notwithstanding 
a i eduction of some $19,000.00 from our 1926 expenditures, we 
have been able to do considerable development work of a permanent 
nature in our Parks and Playgrounds, chiefly at Frank McPherson 
Playstead, First Street Oval, Pawtucketville Playfield, Shedd Play- 
ground and Washington Playground. 

At Frank McPherson Playstead, at Bridge and Richardson 
Streets, we have done considerable additional grading, painted the 
wooden bleachers which were erected last year, erected a guard 
rail fence along Bridge Street, installed a 72-foot Oregon Pine Flag 
Pole, and constructed four additional Tennis Courts of Rock 
Asphalt, with the necessary wire backstops. The construction 
of these tennis courts with rock asphalt will permit of playing

earlier in the spring and later in the fall than would otherwise be 
possible with courts constructed of clay. Painting white lines 
on the rock asphalt eliminates the necessity of purchasing cloth 
tapes two and three times a year. In addition, the rock asphalt 
courts dispense with considerable maintenance work, such as 
watering, raking, and rolling the courts daily as is necessary with 
clay courts. Frank McPherson Plays tead was formally dedicated 
September 18, 1927, with a parade to the Playstead where dedi- 
catory exercises were held in honor of the World War Hero in whose 
memory the playstead was named. The Central ville East End 
Club, among whom Frank McPherson grew up, was largely in- 
strumental in arranging the exercises, and much credit is due those 
who arranged the program in such a splendid manner. 

At the First Street Oval two tennis courts which had orig- 
inally been constructed with clay surfaces were reconstructed with 
rock asphalt surfaces. This change will give a splendid playing 
surface at all times and will eliminate considerable cost of main- 
tenance. 

At Pawtucketville Playfield, Mammoth Road at Woodward 
Avenue, considerable rough grading was done during the past 
year. A large ravine which extended across the easterly side of 
this playfield was filled during the year, necessitating the hauling 
and placing of 6560 cubic yards of filling. It was found necessary 
to construct a surface drain through this playstead parallel with 
Ellis Avenue, in order to provide suitable drainage, and eliminate 
the possibility of damaging abutting property. This we did late 
in the fall. 

It is our hope to be able to construct two tennis courts and 
install a fair baseball diamond on this playfield during the coming 
season, together with spreading of loam over some of the graded 
area, providing our funds will permit. 

During the past year a final settlement was reached with the 
contractor and landscape architect on the Shedd Playground 
Development work. In the late fall the Department did consid- 
erable grading around the wading pool and in the area around the 
Field House, along the Rogers Street side of the oval, also in front

of the Outdoor Theatre, and the roadway leading from the Free- 
man B. Shedd Memorial Entrance to the Field House. Drains 
and catch basins were also built. Over 600 cubic yards of loam 
were delivered and placed in small piles over this area and will 
be ready for spreading and sowing to grass when the spring season 
arrives, and with a few months work will make a much desired 
change in the front of this Playground. Walks and drives are yet 
to be built, as it was not considered feasible to build them until 
after the Field House was completed. 

Our Field House has been open during the entire season and 
has provided a great convenience for those engaged in athletic 
activities of various sorts, also a place of rest for those who seek 
its shelter on hot days or during sudden rain storms. 

Because of alleged complaints it became necessary to aban- 
don flooding of Washington Playground for skating during the 
winter months, which action we regret very keenly, as it had always 
proved a place where children living in this neighborhood could 
go and skate in perfect safety. As this section of the city is one 
that is thickly populated, especially with little children, and also 
because of dangerous conditions in Middlesex Street on account 
of heavy traffic, the skating area proved a boon to all the children 
of the neighborhood, and their parents felt relieved to know that 
they were skating at Washington Playground. We regraded the 
northeasterly end of the playground, installing a catch basin and 
connected same with sewer, thereby taking care of the surface 
water on the Playground. Because the earth embankment on 
the northerly side of the Playground had begun to fall on the 
property of the abutter we were compelled to remove same at 
considerable expense. This was done during midsummer. 

A petition was presented by the members of the C. M. A. C., 
and others interested in the project, requesting that the Board of 
Park Commissioners purchase Aiken Street Playground, so-called, 
for playground purposes. Hearings were held and after due con- 
sideration, the Board finally decided to lease this plot of ground 
for playground purposes for a period of ten years at an annual 
rental charge of $1.00, with the option of purchasing same at the 
end of ten years, if they then desired to do so. 
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A plot of ground, comprising approximately 12 acres, located 
in Aiken Avenue and Hildreth Street, was bequeathed to the City 
of Lowell by George H. Hovey, late of Chicago, 111., but formerly 
of Lowell, for playground purposes. The will of the late Mr. 
Hovey provides that this area shall be known as Hovey-Wood 
Park, in memory of his ancestors. There is a further provision 
in his will that the sum of $5,000.00 be also bequeathed to the 
City of Lowell for the purpose of purchasing land which was for- 
merly a part of the original tract. The acceptance of the bequest 
was made by the City Council on October 18, 1927, which was one 
of the stipulations in the provisions of the will. 


PAWTUCKETVI LLE MEMORIAL 

During the past several years the people of the Pawtucketville 
Section of the city have been desirous of placing a Memorial to 
the soldiers from that section who laid down their lives for their 
country during the World War, on land under the custody of the 
Board of Park Commissioners in their locality. This Memorial 
is to be erected with money obtained by public subscription of 
the people in the Pawtucketville District. 

Several meetings were held by the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners with the Pawtucketville Memorial Committee, together 
with John Nolen, Landscape Architect, who designed the Devel- 
opment Plan of Pawtucket Memorial Riverbank Parkway. A 
definite location was finally selected for the Memorial, and work 
was started by Daniel H. Walker, a local contractor, early in 
December. The laying of the corner stone was held on Sunday 
Afternoon, December 11, 1927, at which His Honor the Mayor, 
and other prominent citizens, addressed the large audience present. 


TREES 

One tree gang was kept busy during the entire year and another 
was necessary during the summer on account of heavy foliage. 
Complaints were received that the foliage was tending to keep

houses damp and not allowing sunshine and fresh air to even reach 
the windows of many homes. A large number of our trees are 
decaying annually and it requires continual watchfulness lest 
these trees blow over in wind storms and cause damage. During 
the year ninety-eight trees were cut down on account of their de- 
cayed condition, street improvements, garage entrances, etc. We 
removed dead limbs from one hundred sixty trees that were found 
to be defective and which were an element of danger during wind 
storms. One hundred twenty-eight trees were trimmed on account 
of low branches which caused sidewalks and roads to become dan- 
gerous to traffic, and four limbs were wired up that were in danger 
of splitting. 

The policy of the Board of Park Commissioners has been to 
set out new trees in the residential sections of the city each year. 
Accordingly, we planted young trees the entire length of some 
six different streets. One street was selected for this work in each 
section of the city, that was practically barren of -foliage of any 
kind. Planting of young trees in other locations was done where 
the property owners applied for same, and assumed the cost. It 
is our hope that property owners generally will see the great ad- 
vantage which is gained by the presence of beautiful trees in the 
vicinity of their homes, and will take a greater interest in thus 
beautifying our city. 


PLAYGROUNDS AND RECREATION 

During the last two decades there has been a tremendous 
awakening to the value of play as a great force in the life of the 
individual and of the community as a whole. Play has become 
recognized not only as an essential to the life and growth of the 
child, but as necessary to the well-being of the adult, helping him, 
through its relaxing influences, to throw off the fatigue and strain 
of the daily work. Playgrounds have done a great deal in occupying 
the leisure time of the youths in a wholesome manner. It is in 
the hours of leisure misspent that crime and delinquency flourish. 
Playgrounds and recreation centers are preventatives of delinquency, 
and training schools for citizenship. 
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Cities have come to realize that money spent on recreation 
means reduced expenditures for reform schools and correctional 
institutions; that recreation makes for health and good citizenship, 
and that the money is much more wisely spent for the “ounce of 
prevention” rather than for the “pound of cure”. 

During the past season twelve playground centers were oper- 
ated during the summer with a corps of thirty-six supervisors, 
and an average daily attendance of over 5000 children. The 
children enjoyed healthful outdoor recreation, consisting of re- 
creative play, physical education, swimming, folk-dancing, and 
inter-playground games. The inter-playground games consisted 
of Senior and Junior Boys’ Baseball Leagues, Senior and Junior 
Girls’ Baseball Leagues, Senior and Junior Boys’ Volley Ball 
Leagues, and Senior and Junior Girls’ Volley Ball Leagues. Games 
were played in accordance with pre-arranged schedules and friendly 
rivalry of the various groups indicated the extreme interest which 
the various participants took in these activities. Good sports- 
manship generally prevailed throughout our playground games. 

During the Playground Season particular stress was given to 
the matter of SAFETY and all worked in close co-operation with 
the Massachusetts Safety Council for the elimination of accidents 
in the public streets. Children were repeatedly shown the danger 
of playing and taking unnecessary chances in the streets, and we 
are proud to say that not a single accident marred our Playground 
activities. Evidently the children considered the subject of Safety 
in a serious manner. 

We were very fortunate in having a splendid corps of super- 
visors, and through their consistent effort we were able to have a 
highly successful season on all our playgrounds. 

Our Playground closing took place on August 30, 1927, at 
the Municipal Auditorium where the children of the various play- 
grounds presented' as their closing Pageant “The Radio Revue”. 
The different playground groups presented acts in which they gave 
their impressions of a number of well known radio broadcasting 
celebrities, and their presentation was indeed a treat for the large 
number of people present on the occasion. There was a great 
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variety of beautiful costumes, the handiwork of some of the play- 
ground children, and the manner in which the children performed 
reflected the excellent training they received and would please 
many a veteran of the footlights. 

Football proved a very popular sport and our Playfields were 
used continually during the football season, some very fine games 
being played, which attracted thousands into the open, during 
the bracing fall season. In order to maintain our playing fields 
in a manner suitable for these games, and to eliminate the possi- 
bilities of wrangles and disputes, a force of six men were required 
during practically the entire football season. Among their duties 
was the installing and taking down of goal posts, marking off 
playing areas, which was done weekly, and installing barriers 
around the fields in order to control the large crowds which attended 
the many games. Football has become so popular here in Lowell, 
that it draws enormous crowds, not only to one field, but to eight 
different parks weekly. Because of the interest and intense en- 
thusiasm much of our time in the fall season is devoted to it, in 
order to satisfy the many demands of the players and public 
generally. Only a few years ago this work was negligible, when not 
even goal-posts were erected. 

Our Public Bath House was opened on June 18 and continued 
open until September 5, 1927, and proved to be as popular as ever. 
Many people took advantage of the opportunities for bathing and 
during the extremely hot weather our attendance ranged as high 
as 2500. The same staff of life-guards and swimming instructors 
who attended the public in previous years was present this year 
and performed their work in a very efficient manner. Swimming 
lessons were taught by the swimming instructors to those who 
cared to avail themselves of this opportunity and many persons 
learned to care for themselves in the water during the season. 

Our wading pools at Shedd Playground and South Common 
were opened continuously throughout the summer season and 
proved to be a great attraction for the children of the entire city. 
Many children learned to swim during the summer months and 
a great many attended daily throughout the entire season. The 
new Field House at Shedd Playground was a great help in caring 
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for the children, allowing them to change their clothing there, 
and permitting them to leave their street clothes in comparative 
safety, and also providing much needed comfort station facilities. 

During the summer season two baseball leagues played all 
their scheduled games on the playgrounds — the Lowell Twilight 
League, composed of eight teams, played on the South Common 
Baseball Diamond four nights a week, and the Central ville 
League, a newly formed league of residents of the Central ville 
District, composed of four teams, played their scheduled games 
at Frank McPherson Playstead. Great numbers of our residents 
attended these games which were played during the early evening, 
and fast baseball was furnished for their entertainment. In addition 
to the above-mentioned leagues, there were a large number of 
independent teams throughout the city who played as opportunity 
arose on the various playgrounds throughout the- city. Our base- 
ball diamonds were used to capacity and a great many games had 
to be postponed owing to the inability of the teams to obtain 
playing areas when desired. 


MOVING PICTURES 

The Park Department of the City of Lowell is generally cred- 
ited as being the pioneers in New England in the presentation of 
free Outdoor Moving Pictures. Our first showing of free Outdoor 
Moving Pictures was held in the summer of 1918 and have been 
continued each summer since that time. 

During the past summer these free Outdoor Moving Pictures 
were presented on twenty-seven occasions in a period of eight 
weeks at the following locations.

Naturally, the attendance at the South Common was greater 
than at the other locations, because of the fact that the South 
Common provides a natural, slope well adapted for this purpose, 
where the people attending can sit on the grass in comfort and 
obtain a fine view of the pictures. The attendance at the South 
Common averaged between 5000 and 6000 people at each perfor- 
mance, and at other locations was very gratifying. 

The Moving Pictures presented this year were of a high grade 
of clean pictures, much time and care having been spent in their 
selection. They were thoroughly enjoyed by all classes, both 
young and old, and our audiences always went away looking forward 
to the next presentation, so much interest did the pictures arouse. 
The cost was negligible and, in our opinion, was money well spent, 
when you consider the great numbers in attendance. 

Tennis held firmly as the major sport of the summer season, 
and our courts in various parts of the city were in continual use 
long into the twilight. Four new Tennis Courts were constructed 
at Frank McPherson Playstead this season, bringing our total 
number of courts throughout the city up to 31 in number. During 
September two Tennis Tournaments were held at Shedd Playground 
— the Junior Championship Tournament and the City Champion- 
ship Tournament, and the entries in both classes broke all previous 
records. Competition was very keen throughout both tournaments 
and Tennis followers were treated to the best brand of tennis ever 
shown on local courts. 

During the early winter Shedd Playground was flooded as 
usual for skating and the four large flood lights were placed in 
position for use. Earth embankments have been placed at the 
Tennis Courts at Highland Playground and a portion of the First 
Street Oval, as well as part of the playstead at the South Common. 
We have flooded these areas in order to give the children of those 
districts a good safe place to enjoy this favorite winter pastime 
without resorting to the dangerous practice of going on the treach- 
erous rivers and brooks. 

Our toboggan slide at Fort Hill Park was erected again this 
year and the flood lights placed in position, so that the enthusiasts 
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in this line of sport may enjoy themselves to their heart’s content 
as soon as there is sufficient snow. We consider this a worth- 
while investment as many thousands take advantage of this healthy 
outdoor exercise when the weather is exhilarating. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank the Board for its support 
given during the year, the employees of the Department for their 
faithfulness in performing their duties, the city officials, the play- 
ground teachers, the newspapers of our city, and the public in 
general for the many kind favors rendered, and the spirit of co- 
operation that has been shown during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES FOR 1927 

To the Honorable City Council of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen : — The Trustees of the City Library herewith present their 
annual report for the year 1927. 

Use of the Library 

The use of the Librar}- as shown by the circulation of books shows a 
total of 289,140, a gain of 31,049 over the previous year and larger than any 
previous year in the history of the Library. A gain of 6,690 was recorded 
in the Children’s Room and 2,708 in the School Department. The demand 
for books in the latter department was greater than the supply of books 
available for school use« or the circulation would have been considerabR 
larger. The circulation of books in the improvised branches opened in the 
summer contributed 6,266 to the total increase. 

The Library Staff 

In January Miss Florence P. Burns was added to the Library staff to 
assist Miss Long in the Children’s Room. 

On the resignation of Miss Hills in April Miss Long was elected Chil- 
dren’s Librarian in her place. Miss Julia P. Smith was elected substitute 
at the same time. 

Mr. James Dacey, Assistant Superintendent of the Reading Room, died 
September 7th. His connection with the Library dated from October, 
1906, when he was employed for Sunday afternoons only until April, 1920. 
He was given temporary position in March, 1922, as assistant to Mr. Wyman 
on account of the feeble health of the latter. On the death of Air. Wyman 
in October, 1923, Air. Bowen was elected Superintendent of the Reading 
Room in Air. Wyman’s place and Air. Dacey was elected as his assistant. 

The vacancy caused b\ T Air. Dacey’s death was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Roy Frenette as assistant to Air. Bowen. In October Joseph 
Fahey was appointed assistant in the Bindery in Air. Frenette’s place. 
Branch Libraries 

With the intention of introducing the idea of Branch Libraries 'by 
showing one in operation, the Assistant Librarian, assisted by others of the 
Library staff, obtained permission of the School Board for the evening use 
of rooms in three of the public schools for the experiment. 

With about 700 or 800 books for adults at each branch books were 
circulated for one evening each week during July and August at the Paw- 
tucketville, the Highlands and in the Oakland districts in Belvidere. The 
circulation in Pawtucketville was 2.034, Highlands 2,947, and Belvidere 
1,285. On the closing of these branches petitions for their continuance were 
received, one from the Oaklands with 67 names, another from Pawtucket- 
ville with 168 names, and a third from the Highlands with 311 names. 
Many expressions of appreciation of the service were received which 
emphasized the fact that our Librar}- was lacking in distributing agencies 
and that Library privileges might be extended to many more people if 
access to books were made easier for those living in outlying districts. 
The delays and distances and dangers of city traffic make a Library that 
is more than a mile away quite out of reach to many people. 

In the large cities probably three- fourths of the circulation of public 
libraries is through branches and in the lesser cities the small neighborhood 
branch has become indispensable. They -take a large part in the life of 
their communities. In the foreign colonies they are invaluable social cen- 
ters for entertainments, exhibits and meetings. The}" establish a direct 
and immediate influence noon the children through their books, their clubs 
and their story hours. They are and should be regarded by the public as 
a right and a necessity.

In connection with the paving of Fletcher St., the 
edgestone line was relocated on the westerly side between 
Dutton St. and Western Ave., thereby gaining from 4 to 
5 feet roadway space for vehicles.

This corner has always been a dangerous intersec- 
tion on account of lack of view of the intersecting streets. 
Conditions were improved greatly by widening the in- 
tersection of the easterly side of Lawrence St. and the 
southerly side of Rogers St., the City taking the land and 
doing the work at the time of paving. 

Regulation at Lawrence St. 

34 ft., more or less, picket fence replaced. 

155 sq. ft. land taken. 

LOCKE ST. 

Locke St., running between Gorham and South Sts. 
was widened by the taking of 7765 square feet of land, 
as_ .per plan. 

WESTMINSTER AND NEWBURY STS.

MEETINGS AND MEMBERSHIP 

This Board has had eighteen meetings in the period from Decem- 
ber 1, 1926, to December 1, 1927 ; the first seven have been held with 
Raymond M. Humphrey as a member, his place thereafter being taken 
by John J. Mullaney as a regularly appointed member; the last three 
meetings with Thaddeus W. Parke, substituting as a member in place 
of Patrick O'Hearn, Chairman of the Board, who on account of illness 
has been confined at his home.

ACTION TAKEN 

Favorable action was taken on thirty-six appeals. Two appel- 
lants were given leave to withdraw on their first appeal, but, after cer- 
tain conditions had been complied with, favorable action was taken on 
the second appeal in each case. Therefore, in all, thirty-eight appeals 
were granted, and only five appellants were given final leave to with- 
draw. 

In most of the cases considered, the appeal is a prescribed method 
cited by the Ordinance and it is therefore no reflection upon the judg- 
ment of the Inspector of Buildings when an appeal is taken. 

For instance, the Appeal Board must pass on all petitions for pub- 
lic garages, filling stations, and stables before the Inspector of Build- 
ings can issue a permit for their construction. The same is true of most 
of the other appeals. 


With reference to building* in restricted areas, the question is 
somewhat different. A limit is placed on the kind of building* which 
shall occupy the front half of a lot, also a definite side yard and rear 
yard must be maintained. The occupancy of a lot is likewise limited 
in most districts. In such cases when a person is not satisfied with the 
ruling of the Inspector of Buildings, an appeal may be taken. This 
was done in some cases and your Board has used discretion in granting 
the appeal or giving the appellant leave to withdraw. 

In its deliberations and decisions your Board has always given 
full weight to the intent and purpose of the Ordinance and in each 
instance has acted in the direction of safeguarding the interests of the 
public while at the same time giving relief to an appellant when his 
case merited it.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Zoning Ordinance became a law July 17, 1926, therefore, it 
is now in effect more than seventeen months. This would seem a reason- 
able time to test the benefits of such an act and we fully believe it has 
worked out to the advantage of the public generally. However, there 
is room for improvement and with this in mind, we have considered 
many suggestions regarding amendments thereto. 


It is with some hesitation we make these recommendations for the 
reason that a precedent is established the moment an amendment is 
made and furnishes an argument for other amendments in the future. 
We feel however that this chance should be taken in order to perfect 
the law and herewith submit five recommendations as amendments to 
the Building and Zoning Ordinance. 

First: — That the twelfth paragraph of Section 18 of the Building 
Ordinance be changed to read, 

“It shall be the duty of the Board of Appeal to submit to the Mayor 
on or immediately following the first of January of each year a report 
giving a summary of all decisions of the Board, together with such rec- 
ommendations of revisions of this Ordinance as may seem advisable to 
them.” 

The time set by the Ordinance is December 1. Your Board feels 
the report should be for the calendar year. 

Second : — That the sixth paragraph of the same section relating 
to the clerk shall be stricken out entirely. 

Third: — That the property on each side of Manchester Street, 
bounded by the cemetery on the south, the property facing Blossom 
on the north, Gorham Street on the east, and Quebec Street on the west, 
be included in a B-60 district instead of an R-35 district as at present 
zoned. 

Fourth : — That the east side of Perry Street now in an L-40 dis- 
trict be changed to a B-GO district. 

Fifth : — That Section 17, Paragraph 6-A, which now reads “all 
lots within 120 feet of such lot” be changed to read “all lots abutting 
such lot.”
